Local man guilty 


of manslaughter 


WOBURN - A Wilmington 
man has been found guilty of 
manslaughter for the stab- 
bing death of Paul DeFilippo, 
48, of Wilmington, Middlesex 
District Attorney © Gerry 
Leone informed the public on 
Tuesday, June 1. 

Joseph DiPrisco, 46, of 
Wilmington, was found guilty 
by a Middlesex Superior 
Court Jury Tucsxiag,. on one 


of 
manslaughter. 

Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Wendie Gershengorn 
will sentence DiPrisco. on 
June 22. 

“A heated argument 
between a landlord and a ten- 
ant turned deadly because 
this defendant had armed 
himself with a knife and 
decided to use it when cooler 
heads should have prevailed,” 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Leone said, “We commend the 
jury for holding the defendant 
accountable for taking the life 
of Mr DeFilippo and for 
depriving his family and 
friends of their beloved fami- 
ly member and friend.” 

According to authorities, on 
November 15, 2008, 
Wilmington Police responded 
at approximately 4:00 p.m. to 
reports of a stabbing at 31 
High Street in Wilmington. 

* When police arrived, they 
found the victim outside the 
house suffering from multiple 
stab wounds, The victim was 
transported to Lahey Clinic 
where he was pronounced 

+ dead. 

According to authorities, the 
defendant was arrested at the 
scene after he admitted to 
police that he had stabbed the 
victim and called 911. The 
victim was residing in the 
first floor apartment at 31 
High Street and was permit- 
ted by the homeowner to live 
there. The defendant and his 
girlfriend had been staying in 
the second floor apartment 
and were paying the victim

$125 a week in order to stay 
there. The victim, the defen- 
dant, and his girlfriend had 
been notified by the home- 
owner that they would need to 
vacate the house because it 
was being sold. On the morn- 
ing of the stabbing, the defen- 
dant and his girlfriend left 
the home after arguing with 
the victim over his request for 
additional money. When the 
defendant and his girlfriend 
returned home, the girlfriend 
began to argue with the vic- 
tim again, this time over a 
missing blanket from the cou- 
ple’s apartment. 

As the defendant and his 
girlfriend were in the drive- 
way, a third and final con- 
frontation occurred, during 
which the victim pushed and 
punched the defendant. At 
that time, the defendant bran- 
dished a knife and warned the 
victim to leave him alone. The 
defendant then stabbed the 
unarmed victim several 
times. 

The State Medical 
Examiner's Office conducted 
an autopsy on the victim and 
determined that cause of 
death was stab wounds to the 
torso with penetration of the 
heart and lung. 

The defendant was indicted 
for murder by a Middlesex 
Superior Court Grand Jury on 
December 23, 2008. He was 
arraigned on January 22, 2009 
and was subsequently held 
without bail. He was later 
released on house arrest with 
GPS monitoring He is now 
back in custody awaiting sen- 
tencing. 

The prosecutor assigned to 
the case is Assistant District 
Attorney Joseph Gentile. The 
Victim Witness Advocate is 
Danielle DeMeo.

30 years of a beloved Wilmington tradition

WILMINGTON - A beautiful 
Memorial Day Weekend has 
past, and the residents of 
Wilmington look forward to 
the relaxing days of summer 
and of course - the spectacu- 
lar Fun on the Fourth cele- 
brations in July.

Since that Memorial Day Cimaglia has 
wanted to find a way to upgrade the 
crosses, which had outlived their time, 
and to enable the community to become 
part of the effort. In his position as a 
Veteran’s Agent he has offered it as a 
service project to youth looking for a 
way to give back. This year, Ryan 
Carroccino took on the fundraising as a 
project for Junior National Honor 
Society. Through private donations from 
residents and businesses, including a 
generous gift from Textron Defense 
Systems, the 8th grader and the 
Department of Veterans Services raised 
$30,000. 

Cimaglia told the crowd gathered at the 
cemetery Saturday that the older cross- 
es were originally made of wood in the 
1950s.

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*: That word conjures up a lot 
of images, From dancing all

shape than they did the first 
time). 

It all started six years ago 
when WFEE began a spring 
fundraising event. Originally, 
it was used to support teacher 
salaries, That lasted for two 
years until the town could sup- 
port the salaries on its own. 
However, the events were so 
much fun, WFEE decided to 
continue them. Last year they 
came up with the concept of 
an adult prom, called it Prom

back, Caren Connelly, Execu- 
tive Director of WFEE, said 
that approximately 220 people 
showed up both this year and 
last.

Loria, Judy Collins-Skinner, 
Natale Roche, Erika Traina, 
along with WFEE board mem- 
bers CeCi Cordeiro, Caren

Cosgrove, Maria O'Connor, 
and president Genny Sopper. 
Lisa Vahey put together the 
program that listed the auc- 
tion items and Lithocraft did 
the printing. 

Last year, the prom was 
held outdoors and it turned 
out to be a beautiful day. 
Unfortunately, even though 
the weather cooperated, this 
year the event was kept 
indoors at Town Hall due to 
the fear of cold temperatures. 
WFEE constructed what 
Connelly called a virtual tent. 

To make it look like an out- 
door prom, WFEE brcught in 
fake grass, while Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge supplied flowers 
to turn the indoor Town Hall 
into an outdoor garden. 
“Everyone loved it,” Connelly 
commented. 

Due to the planning for 
prom taking place in advance 
of the date, Connelly said they 
were unable to take advantage 
of the nice weather, When 
asked if they could schedule 
future Prom ‘N Aids for later 
in the month or in June, 
Connelly said they didn’t want

to interfere with Town Day or 
graduation. She also said 
they couldn’t move it earlier 
because then it would run 
into the EnKa Fair and 
Parade. 

Like any prom, WFEE’s 
Prom ‘N Aid supplied music 
in the form of local band SIX, 
a band made up of parents 
who have kids in’ the 
Winchester school system. 
They performed many hits 
from the 70s and 80s (when 
many in attendance attended 
their own high school prom). 

Food was provided by chef 
Tore Vittorio, from Boston 
Five, a Winchester resident. 
The Prom ‘N Aid also had 
the support of local business- 
es such as Mahoney's Rocky 
Ledge, Winchester Coopera- 
tive Bank, Book Ends, Salter 
Health Care, and the 
Winchester Hospital. 

Of course, it wouldn’t be 
prom without the wacky (and 
often times hideous) fash- 
ions. Connelly said that 
some guests wore outfits 
from the 70s and 80s and 
some others even managed to 
fit into the clothes they wore 
the first time they went to a 
prom (which, as most people 
can attest to, is a pretty 
impressive feat). However, 
many simply wore regular 
clothes from today’s era. 

The one major difference 
between Prom ‘N Aid and a 
high school prom (besides 
someone spiking the punch) 
was that Prom ‘N Aid had no 
prom song.

All the familiar faces are 
back for this one, and the 
best thing about this latest 
offering is the look of the 
film, not necessarily the 
story. 

Few moviegoers are 
unfamiliar with the story of 


Shrek, the huge green ogre 
who lives in the land of Far, 
Far Away. Many moviegoers 
are likely also familiar with 
Frank Capra's classic "It's 
a Wonderful Life" - a plot- 
line that the new Shrek 
draws heavily from. 

After challenging an evil 
dragon, rescuing a beautiful 
princess and saving your in- 
laws’ kingdom, what’s an 
ogre to do? Well, if you're 
Shrek, you suddenly wind 
up a domesticated family 
man. Instead of scaring vil- 
lagers away like he used to, 
a reluctant Shrek now 
agrees to autograph pitch 
forks. What's happened to 
our hero? 

Longing for the days 
when he felt like a “real 
ogre,” Shrek is duped into 
signing a pact with the 
smooth-talking dealmaker, 
Rumpelstiltskin. Shrek sud- 
denly finds himself in a 
twisted, alternate version of 
Far Far Away, where ogres 
are hunted, Rumpelstiltskin 
is king and Shrek and Fiona 
have never met. Now, it’s up 
to Shrek to undo all he’s 
done in the hopes of saving 
his friends, restoring his 
world and reclaiming his 
one True Love.

Returning from fighting 
the Crusades in the Holy 
Land, King Richard and his 
men pillage their way 
across France. The maraud- 
ing English king may be 
loved by his loyal soldiers, 
but the movie’s script stays 
away from making him a 

ovable character in the eyes 
of the audience, painting 
him as little more than a 
bandit, but one with a crown 
and an army at his disposal. 

Richard’s misadventures 
abroad have left his own 
country at the mercy of his 
younger brother, Prince 
John, a true dictator in 
waiting. The English church 
and state rule without fear 
of reprisal, taxing the peo- 
ple beyond reason and deny- 
ing them the most basic 
rights. 

Longstride’s _ evolution 
from common archer to 
Robin Hood begins after the 
routine sacking of a French 
castle turns disastrous for 
Richard. Suddenly left with 
no king to command him, 
the quick-thinking 
Longstride gathers his 
small band of friends for a 
hasty return to England. 

Obviously, these friends 
— Little John (Kevin 
Durand), Will Scarlet (Scott 
Grimes) and Allan A’Dayle 
(Alan Doyle) — are the 
future Robin Hood’s merry 
men - and they indeed know 
how to party. 

Just the opposite, Crowe 
plays Longstride as the 
most thoughtful and 
undemonstrative of men. 
He’s a hero who chooses to 
let his actions speak fo him, 
but is able to come up with 
the inspiring speech when 
needed.
